Christ spoke not as the Scribes and 


Pharisees, but as one having autho- 
rity, and so do hisservants. He said, 
I rejoice with you and exhort you to 
be faithful-and diligent in the work of 
the Lord. 

Elder Eardley felt to thank God 
that he had been permitted to gather 
with the Saints, and behold the faces 
of the men whom we have this day 
promised to sustain. I know that 
they are men of God, and if we hearken 
to and put in practice their teachings, 
it will be for our salvation and exalta- 
tion. Iam proud to be a Latter-day 
Saint. The more we learn of the 
Gospel, the more we like it. Ex- 
horted the Saints to attend to every 
duty and be united, for Jesus says, 
**T say unto you, be one; and if ye 
are not one, ye are not mine.” (Doc, 
and Cov., see. 12, * 6. 

Prest. Joseph F. Smith: We have 
gone through the usual routine of sus- 
taining the authorities of the Church. 
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Though this may appear to some a 
matter of small consequence, still I 
assure you that there is something 
very important connected with this 
order of raising the right hand to sus- 
tain these men. Something that per- 
tains to the Temple of God. 

It is necessary that spirits should 
take tabernacles to attain to a full- 
ness of heirship in the kingdom of 
God, and become “heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ.” The spirit 
cannot receive exaltation without the 
body. Jesus set the example. He 
could not have done his work, unless 
he had tabernacled in the flesh, died, 
and risen from the grave immortal, 
prepared to enter eternal life. 

We have covenanted to sustain the 
Priesthood ; then let us be careful to 
follow their instructions, for this is 
implied in the act of voting. It is 
the right of these men to administer 
the laws of God. We must obey them, 
and do as they counsel us. Here we 
come and covenant, men and women, 
free and independent—man and womar 
standing on the merits of their own 
faith. They are each independent of 
the other in this respect. It places the 
woman on the same foundation as the 
man. This is so in all our elections 
in Utah, the women have the right to 
vote for or against any measure, and 
this has existed ever since the Church 
was established, for over 45 years. 
And yet we are represented as binding 
down the women, while they have 
— power and more privileges in 

tah than in any other part of the 
world. This has been published to 
the world for years; why do they not 
receive it ? 

The Gospel of Christ makes us free. 
The man or woman that embraces it is 
free forever, and will enjoy the fullest 
possible liberty to do right and keep 
the commandments of God. The 
wicked are in bondage to gin. If they 
will repent and receiv@the Gospel 
they shall be free from and shall 
have perfect liberty in Chra God 
will have a people that can be purified 
and stand tho test, and every tree 
that bringeth not forth good fruit 
shall be ‘‘hewn down and cast into 
the fire,” while the tree that bringeth 
forth good fruit shall be exalted. This 
applies to fathers, mothers, sisters and 
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brothers as individuals. Though our 
enemies may take our lives for the 
Gospel’s sake, they cannot take away 
our glory. When Christ was crucified 
it did not take away his immortality, 
but hastened it; and so it will be 
with us. They may malign us, yet 
what do we care for this, so long as 
we know that we are pure! 

I stand possessing the greatest free- 
dom, liberty, and privileges a man 
can enjoy, and no man can take them 
from me. If I transgress I may lose 
them, but man cannot take them away, 
for they are the gift of God and not of 
man. If we want to gain more bles- 
sings, we must cherish what we have 
received. God will exalt the Saints 
in due time. He that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased. (Matt. xxiii, 12.)

He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved.” (Mark 
xvi, 16.) Baptism is one of the savi 
ordinances, and we must be — 
in water or we cannot enter the king- 
dom of heaven. 

Elder Lyman said: I am pleased 
with an opportunity to speak to the 
Saints. We come as the servants of 
God, having been commissioned by 
Jesus to preach the Gospel to the 
world. We heard and embraced the 
principles of the Gospel, and in so 
doing have proven them to be true. 
We believe that God holds us re- 
sponsible, and that we shall be re- 
warded according to our works. 

The way that Jesus has marked out 
is the only way to be saved, and that 
is through faith, repentance, baptism, 
and the operations of the Holy Ghost. 
Faith, repentance and baptism is in- 
sufficient to save us alone, it requires 
obedience to the whole plan of salva- 
tion. We could not have obtained 
eternal life if Jesus had not shed his 
blood ; we conld not have come forth 
out of the grave if he had not broken 
the bands of death. But now we 
shall come forth out of the grave with- 
out any exertion on our own part, no 
matter whether we have been righteous 
or wicked. If we embrace the Gospel 
we have forgiveness of our sins, and 
the blood of Christ cleanseth us from 
allsin. God is light, and if we walk 
in the light, as he is in the light, then 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin. 

The love of God is, that we keep his 
commandments. ‘‘He that saith, I 
know him, and keepeth not his com- 
mandments, is a liar, and the truth 
is not in him.” (1 John ii, 4.) 

The Gospel has been revealed to 
Joseph Smith, and the Priesthood 
brought to him by holy angels. It is 
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necessary for men to be buried with 
Christ by baptism into death; then 
we must continue to walk ‘‘ in newness 
of life.“ The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints is the true 
Church. Other men have no power 
to preach the Gospel, for Christ has 
not commissioned them. When you 
find men of God, they give you a 
test, that you can prove their doc- 
trine. If you will obey the Gospel, 
we promise you that you shall know 
that it is true. We are not hired to 
preach. We are called by immediate 
revelation, and we come to save souls, 
and promise you a knowledge of our 
doctrines. One says, ‘‘ Give me this 
knowledge and I will believe.” We 
cannot do this. Jesus could not do 


this, although he performed many 
wonderful miracles. You must em- 
brace the Gospel to obtain this know- 
ledge. Our testimony is that light has 
come into the world. You will be 
held responsible for the testimonies 
you have heard to-day. Examine our 
doctrines, and see if they are not the 
principles of the Gospel as taught by 


the Apostle Peter en the day of Pente- 


cost.. ** Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins.” (Acts ii, 
38.) You must keep the command- 
ments. Faith alone will not save you 
—you must add works to your faith, 
for it is written, ‘‘ Faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone.”

POLYGAMY AND POLYANDRY. 


In consequence of recent trials in 
the Third District Court, the subject 
of polygamy has received renewed 
attention from the press, and we notice 
in some quarters an attempt to class 
olygamy and polyandry together. A 
little reflection will show that they 
have nothing whatever in common. 
Another error into which some writers 
have fallen is in calling the social 
evil“ polyandry.” Polygamy is gen- 
erally defined as, ‘‘ plurality of wives ;” 
polyandry as, plurality of husbands.” 

Now, we maintain that the social 
evil, which is so widespread among 
Christian ‘nations and so impervious 
to the attacks of reformers, is neither 
polygamy nor polyandry. It is not 
marriage at all. It has none of the 
elements of marriage. It is simply a 
vehicle for the indulgence of debasing 
lust. Those who couple prostitution 
with marriage in any form, have no 
comprehension of the duties, respon- 
sibilities and higher joys of the mar- 
ried state. trimony, to them, 
means nothing more than the oppor- 
tunity for sexual indulgence. No 
wonder that such grovelling minds 
speak evilof polygamy. For lage 
with one vile signifies to them only 
the right to animal enjoyment, and 


plural marriage only the extension of 
that right. 


True marriage comprehends a union 
of soul, a blending together of inter- 
ests, a binding compact for mutual 
benefit and advantage; it means 
oneness in all things. The truly mar- 
ried are ‘‘no longer twain but one 
flesh.” Health, order, peace, family 
increase, family government, family 
affection, tranquil joy, patience, for- 
bearance and all the virtues, grow 
out of proper marriage relations. But 
out of the other condition of society 
spring disease, hate, strife, reckless- 
ness, excess, ruin, death and all the 
vices which divide and destroy so- 
ciety. The former is heaven, the latter 
is hell. 

Polygamy, or the union of one man 
with more than one woman, if pro- 
perly conducted, extends the blessings 
and good fruits of monogamy. The 
care and kindness, affection and pro- 
tection of the husband towards one 
wife, are enlarged in their scope and 


action, and reach out to others. The 
same kind of union which binds one 
wife to the faithful husband, binds 
each and every wife to him. The 
object he had in taking one wife is just 
the same in taking others. His wives 
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are wives, not mistresses. They cleave 
to him alone, and their children call 
him father. The family arrangements 
are made by mutual consent, and the 
bond of union which holds each wife 
to the husband also unites the inter- 
ests, aims and objects of the several 
wives. The family is one. It is a 
human solar system, of whieh the man 
is the sun; and each planet moves in 
its own sphere, while intimately related 
to the others, and governed, cherished 
and benefitted by the same influence. 

If it is argued that some men do 
not practice polygamy in this manner 
nor take wives in this spirit, it may 
also be said without danger of denial, 
that some monogamists marry for 
lust and many of them make bad 
husbands and worse fathers. If it 
be urged that there is strife in poly- 
gamic honseholds, it can also be 
asserted that there is much disagree- 
ment in mopogamic households. 
Whence spring the evils that make 
business for the divorce courts through- 
out Christendom? Not from poly- 
gamic family arrangements. hat 
about the wife beatings, the cruelty to 
children, the matricides, parricides, 
fratricides, and infanticides which 
form the sensations for the news- 
papers? These cannot be charged to 
polygamy. If — marriage is 
wrong because all who enter into it 
de not conduct themselves properly, 
then marriage is wrong altogether, 
because a similar objection can be 
urged against many who keep to the 
one wife system. 

Polygamy does not contemplate de- 
sertion. Marrying a second wife does 
not imply any diminution of love— 
— — care for the first. In- 

„plural marri roperly con- 
tracted and to 
ts spirit and intent, enlarges the 
husband’s capacities for affection, cul- 
tivates the virtues of patience, for- 
bearance, kindness and benevolence ; 
and the expatision of soul, large- 


heartedness and capability for wide 
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views and magnanimous sentiments 
which are the results, in a noble man, 
of increased family responsibility, are 
brightened sunshine, and deserved 
compensation to the wife who puts her 
foot on prejudice, conquered self-in- 
terest, and loved her neighbor-sister 
as herself, 

Polygamy does not pander to ani- 
mal passion. It imposes on man and 
woman self-restraint. A man who 
marries more wives than one with 
the motive of being truly the hus- 
band to each, will certainly desire so 
to act as to ensure peace. To main- 
tain this he must preserve the respect 
of his household. 

To couple polygamy with prostitu- 
tion is to link together purity and 
pollution ; to make equal a well-spring 
of life and a cesspool of death; to 
place side by side the fruits from the 
trees of Paradise and the ash-cored 
apples of Sodom. 

Polyandry needs only to be thought 
of for a few moments to be dismissed 
as impracticable, repulsive, unneces- 
sary, unnatural, and destructive to the 
best interests of suciety and the hap- 
piness of man. The distinctive func- 
tions of woman as the reproducer of 
the race, her peculiar constitution, 
delicate organization, pre-maternal 
condition and other natural obstacles 
to the requirements of such a mode 
of life, render polyandry unworthy 
of an extended argument. That it is 
the antipodes of polygamy, can be 
seen at a glance by a reflecting mind, 
and to mention it in the same connec- 
tion, exhibits the straits to which the 
of polygamy are reduced. 

e do not offer the foregoing as a 
plea for polygamy as a general or uni- 
versal social system, but merely 
advance a few ideas in opposition to 
the views put forth by certain writers 
who attempt to reduce plural mar- 
riage to the level of polyandry and 
prostitution.

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love. Turn where we will we are sad- 
dened by tears and desolation ; or we 
carry our own sadness with us, and 
hold the dear dead in our hearts while 
we transact our outward lives all the 
same as before. For we cannot stop. 
The tremendous hurry and pressure 
of life forces us onward, and if we step 
aside for a moment we are overwhelm- 
ed by the accumulation created by the 
delay. If we step aside for too fong, 
our place is filled up, and we cannot 
regain our old footing save by an ex- 
ertion that perhaps is our own destruc- 
tion. Life is onward ; always onward ; 
and the time we can give to the filling 
in of the most sacred grave is limited 
with usall. Nevertheless, if we can- 
not live in churchyards and cemeteries 
we can carry our dear dead always 
with us; and while we must give of 
our activities to the present we may 
consecrate our thoughts to the past, 
and keep our memory of its love and 
sweetness ever fresh. 

We never forget them who once 
made the sunshine in which we lived ! 
Our homes are desolate, our lives are 
rendered colorless, and our happiness 
is impoverished since they left us ; but 
we turn back to the past for consola- 
tien, that past being as true as the 
present, and what has been inefface- 
able. Pity and remorse both come in 
to soften whatever there might have 
been of harsh outlines or inbarmoni- 
ous traits in the character of the dead. 
It was not to them so much as to our- 
selves that was owipg the cross under- 
current which so often set our little 
fleet of home delights fast on the dry 
sands, or buried it beneath the green 
waters. We might have avoided this 
unhappy quarrel had we given way, as 
it was (we think now) our duty to do; 
and how grieved we are to remember 
the pain we gave by this outbreak of 
temper, that display of obstinacy, or 
by our unjust displeasure. So it is 
that, by the mellowing effects of 
time, of self-accusing sorrow, of love 
and pity, and the sentiment of loss, a 
kind of saintly beauty steals over the 
memory of the dead. We forget all 
their faults, and remember only their 
virtues ; seeing them as their angels, 
their holiest types, rather than as they 
were in the flesh when their intrinsic 
worth was often obscured by the acci- 
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dents of temper, of discord through 
circumstance, of nervous and irri- 
tated feeling, and love lived as it 
were by faith, its light temporarily 
blotted out. It is this, and not hy- 
pocrisy, which so often makes a widow 
who has lived on notoriously uncom- 
fortable terms with her husband, grieve 
for bim so passionately when he has 
gone. The husk of dissension drops 
off and leaves the heart of love whole. 
That husk was created by the 
things of the day, by differences of 
opinion, angular tempers, misfitting 
characteristics, the outward and tem- 

rary accidents of life ; the heart of 
ove, buried deep and often out of 
sight altogether, still lived substan- 
tially untouched; and when death 
came to release it from the disfiguring 
network of small things in which it 
was imprisoned, then it woke up to 
life and speech again, and what it feels 
and says in its days of sorrow and 
mourning is true—truer than were the 
bickerings and unwholesome disturb- 
ances of the past. If we do not be- 
lieve this, then we must believe that 
many a mourner’s tears are simple 
fountains of 1 no more; 
unless we give them to remorse, un- 
adulterated and inconsolable, which is 
a little too severe. 

Different from these is the death of 
one who has lived in peace, in love, 
in harmony, and delight. The sur- 
vivors have nothing to forgive, and 
nothing wherewith to reproach them- 
selves. The life was a perfect and 
beautiful fact while it lasted, and 
death only crystallizes it into a perfect 
and beautiful remembrance. There 
is no room for fancy to embellish sor- 
did features and meagre forms with 
beautiful embroideries that hide and 
idealize. The thing was; it was nota 
myth nor a dream; it was a reality, 
which no time can mellow into more 

rfect beauty than it ° 

here are certain deaths which, how- 
ever sad they may be, seem to have a 
wonderful power of purification about 
them, rendering them almost as blessed 
as the life had been. They break up 
the stony ground, and make the eare- 
less thoughtful and the frivolous in 
earnest. They bring together those 
hitherto at variance ; and foes become 
friends, united by the solemn bond 
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of the beloved dead. They soften 
the hard heart of worldliness, and 
check the headlong career, if only for 
the brief moment when a man or a 
woman must stop for love, and pity, 
and regret, to look at the saintly fea- 
tures, drink in as a living influence 
the memories of the pure and noble 
life. They stretch out their poor, pale 
hands from under their shroud, and 
their dead lips move in beseeching and 
in prayer..... 

ake a woman sweet in her nature, 
gracious in bearing, noble in ber aims, 
pure-womanly in her method—does 
she leave no light by which her sisters 
may walk? In this age of woman’s 
blatant noise and coarse desire for 
notoriety, does it do no one good to 
think of the life which devoted itself 
quietly to God and good, without step- 
ping out a hair’s breadth from the 
modest privacies of home, the tender 
docility of wifehood? The life that 
lived and did not talk ; that worked 
and did not only play at the pretence 
of importance: that never forsook its 
natural duties, never forgot its vo- 
manhood ; that loved and was beloved, 
and in whose presence folly was struck 
dumb and impurity hid itself abashed 
—has that no vital influence on mem- 
ory, no purifying sweetness, no sanc- 
tifying power? Surely yes! and 
surely of such a one we may say she 
does not die. She passes away from 
sight, but she lives in her good deeds, 
in her dear love, her exquisite memo- 
ries. She is the possession, the friend 
and daily companion, of each one who 
loved her; and those who loved her 
best would feel it most an act of honor 
as well as of duty to live up to her 
standard so far as they could. Know- 
ing what she would say and think of 
certain things were she to see and hear 
them, they would shrink from offering 
a disloyalty to her memory by doing 
in her absence what they would not 
have done in her presence. Love, 


when faithful, does not ask to shake 
itself free from that allegiance to 
memory it would have paid to the 
person; and here again, being dead, 
she lives. 

The dear dead! They lie in their 
quiet graves, knowing nothing of the 
sorrow that lives in the tearful groups 
about them. They have gone to their 
peace ; we who are left have still to 
bear the burden and carry the chain. 
That wonderful peace, calm as an 
Egyptian statue, which settles on the 
face of the dead—how inscrutable it 
is, and yet somehow so consoling! It 
seems to speak of a state where sorrow 
and passion are not; here the earthly 
life has faded away, but still another 
has begun. It is so quiet, so grand, 
so full of mystery, and so sublime in 
ita voiceless rest. It is the same and 
yet another; the creature we have 
loved, but with a difference. What 
had been familiarity becomes now 
respect, and the tenderness of love is 
hushed into the solemnity of awe. 
Our own has escaped. We are no 
longer masters, parents, holders of 
that dear life. It has passed away 
from our hands, and we see there only 
its shadow; we are baffled by the 


strength of the Great King who has 


invaded our domain and stolen our 
treasure while we held it. But time 
dries the first bitter tears, scars over 
the first deepest wounds. Our beloved 
dies, and we live; but the past is 
never lost out of our remembrance, 
and in the midst of the smiles and the 
tumult of pleasure, the active duties 
and the absorbing interests of life, our 
thoughts go back to the sweetness we 
have lost, the dear dead we have 
buried ; and ever down in the depths 
of our hearts they live, like brooding 
angels—quiet, restful, beloved images 
of fair import, thoughts of pleasant 
meaning, dead yet living, and dear 
always.

Ixraxcr is helpless—unintelligent; yet, in a wailing babe there are all the 
divine attributes of man. The insignificant acorn developes into the sturdy 


oak of the forest—the boy into a statesman—a philosopher—a navigator—an 


astronomer. Day by day the body increases in size and strength—little by 
little the mind is enlightened—the understanding enlarged. It is said of 
Jesus that he increased in ‘“‘ wisdom and stature,” as he increased in years. 

The helplessness and innocency of childhood is a powerful lever in control- 
ling the evil passions of man, and reconciling woman to her true position in 
life. 

It is in the training of children where judgment is required—in rearing 
them to be honorable members of society where the parents buve to use 
wisdom, energy and forbearance. They can never occupy important positions 
in life if they are not qualified. Health, good morals, scholastic acquirements, 
are essential to their happiness and prosperity. 

A gymnasium should be connected with every school in the world; then 
there would be a growth of bone and muscle as well as brain. The physical 
and intellectual would mature together—and there would be the perfect man 
—thoroughly qualified to bear the burden of his creation. Too much study 
will demoralize the mind and destroy the body. School hours are long enough 
for study. After school, let the child rest, or play with its top—its hoop—its 
doll, at its own pleasure. Relaxation is absolutely necessary to the child’s 
perfect development. Do not burden naturein youth with too heavy a burden 
—mentally or physically. If you do, you will have a generation of heads with- 
out bodies—comparatively. All head is bad policy. Let the little ones have 
healthful recreation, that they may grow up to manhood and womanhood— 
live and have joy in the world. 

God has placed parents under great obligations. Train up a child in the 
way he should go: and when he is old, he will not depart from it.” Children 
are easily influenced, as a rule, to good or to evil. Under some unfavorable 
circumstances vice is forced upon youth—morality is laughed out of the family 
circle—persecuted out of the workshop. The poor man’s daughter is the 
victim to be seduced by the rich man's son. The drugs of the gin-palace are 
the means used to effect his infamous purpose. Awful is the condition of 
modern Christian society. 

Latter-day Saints take care of your children. Train them in the ‘‘ nurture 
and admonition of the Lord ;’—they are precious in his sight. If you are 
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obliged by the laws of the laud, enforced by the School Board’ officers, to 
send your children to the common schools—watch them —teach them—whisper 
virtue in their ears. Permit them not to be contaminated, if possible, by the 
evil words, bad habits, and wicked practices of their school-fellows. 

Do not allow the school teachers to inflict corporeal punishment—it is base 
barbarism to whip a sensitive little girl; it is an unmanly outrage upon human 
nature to whip a strong and athletic boy—and the crime ought to be punished 
by imprisonment and loss of office. Flogging the poor man’s child is the 
craftiness of tyrant rulers—it is done designedly to humiliate—and subjuyate 
them, to fear their masters—not with the intention of making them good 
citizens and honorable men and women. Do not torture the little ones, your- 
selves, by beating them: rule them with love, bless them—pray for them. 
Spare the child, and spoil the rod. 

If in the dispensations of a wise Providence, you are ever called on to part 
with your little son or daughter by death, you will not feel the loss half so 
much, if you have been kind and generous. When looking upon the little 
pale face in the coflin—at those delicate eyelids concealing the once sparkling 
gems of life—at those closed lips once the portal of pretty words—of smiles— 
of kisses—you will not feel to weep so much if you have dealt gently with 
that little sleeping creature of the divine Will, whose spirit has returned to 
heaven. 

Lo, children are an heritage of the Lord: Happy is the man that hath his 
quiver full of them.” 

The children of Latter-day Israel will require all the spirit, strength, and 


liberty they are boro heirs to in carrying out the great purposes of the 


Almighty. The ambition of youth must not be crushed out—it must be wisely 
controlled—and cherished in righteousness. The children of the kingdom 
will have all that they can bear from the world—it were unwise to weaken and 
to afflict each other. 

Above all things let not the tender and pure minds of your children be cor- 
rupted by false doctrine. The policy of sectarian churches is to catch the 
child—indoctrinate it with their pernicious principles—enlist its sympathies 
in their cause by paltry—tinsel presents—bias its mind against the truth by 
presenting it with gilded error in honied words. 


Saints! Take heed and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the 


Sadducees.” 

Organize Sunday schools, and send your children to your own place of 
worship. 

The shilling gifts what are they? They will perish with the using. Do not 
put your children under a wicked influence for two hours every Sunday for 
the sake of a little favor—or getting a twopenny story book. Would a Catho- 
lic send his child to a Protestant school? Would a Churchman send his child 
to a Dissenter’s school? Why should Saints defile their consciences by send- 
ing their children, who are in the truth, to schools where their minds may be 
perverted—where they are bound to be under an influence antagonistic to the 
Kingdom of God—altogether opposed to the doctrines and practices of the true 
Church of Christ of which ye are all members 

„Hear, O Israel: The Lord our God is one Lord: And thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might. 
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. And these words which I command thee this day, shall be in thine heart : 

And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou risest up.” Deut. vi, 4—7. 

Honor thy father and thy mother; that thy days may be long in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee.” 

Children obey your parents in all things in the Lord. If they give you good 
counsel follow it, but if they give you bad advice do not follow it, you have 
your own souls to save, and in saving yourselves you will honor your parents 
and love your God. Mark what our Savior says,— 

‘* Verily I say unto you, There is no man that hath left house, or — or 
brethren, or wife, or children, for the kingdom of God's sake, Who sball not. 
receive manifold more in this present time, and in the world to come life ever- 
lasting.” Luke xviii, 29, 30. 

But children must ‘‘ requite their parents” for their watchcare over them, 
for that is good and acceptable before God.” Ist Tim., 5, 4. 


Little children, you are alive in Christ. The Savior, Jesus Christ the Son 
of God, was crucified on a cross, and he died in much pain. This event took 
place eighteen bundred years ago ut a place called Golgotha, Calvary, on a small 
hill west of and near the City of Jerusalem in Palestine. The Jews persecuted 
and bore false witness against him, and by permission of Pontius Pilate and 
the aid of Gentile Roman soldiers, put him to death—the Jews being more 
wicked than the Romans took upon themselves the respunsibility of sacrificing 
his life. But it was ordained by God that Jesus should die in order to become 
the Savior of all men. You will understand more about this great principle 
when you get older. Read the 53rd chapter of Isaiah. 

Little children you are entitled to receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 
per: it is your duty to pray to God, your heavenly Father, through Jesus 
Obrist, as often as you feel to pray. Pray at certain times in order to worship 
your Fathér in heaven—at least pray twice every day. 


When you are eight years old it is your privilege and your solemn duty to be 
baptized in water, in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost, into the visible Church of Christ, and for the remission of your sins, 
by a man having authority, even by an Elder or Priest of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter day Saints. Then continue to love God with all your heart 
and to call on his name in earnest prayer all the days of your life. 

Christ was very fond of little children when he was on earth, and he is fond 
of them now he is in heaven. 

Jesus said on one occasion, ‘‘ Suffer the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom of God. And he took them up 
in his arms, put his hands upon them and blessed them.” Mark x, 14, 16. 

It is the privilege of little children to be blessed in these days, even as in the 
days of our Savior, and by the same authority, even that of the Melchisedec 
Priesthood. Children are born heirs to the kingdom of heaven. 

Behold, I say unto you, that little children are redeemed from the founda. 
tion of the world through mine ONLY BEGOTTEN : wherefore, they cannot 
sin, for power is not given unto Satan to tempt little children, until they 
begin to become accountable before me; for it is given unto them even as I 
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will, according to mine own pleasure, that great things may be required at the 
hand of their fathers.” D. & C., 10th sec., 13th par. 

„At the same time came the disciples unto Jesus, saying, Who is the greatest 
in the KINGDOM OF HEAVEN? 


And Jesus called a little child unto him, and set him in the midst of them: . 


And said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

Whosoever therefore shall humble bimself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

And whoso shall receive one such little child in my name receiveth me. 

But whoso shall offend one of these little ones which believe in me, it were 


better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and that he were 


drowned in the depth of the sea. 

Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones; for I say unto you, 
That in heaven their angels do always behold the face of my Father which is 
in heaven.“ Matt. xviii, 1-6, 10. 

When our Lord visited the Nephites on the continent of America, after his 
resurrection at Jerusalem—he ministered to the people—he preached unto 
them—he administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper to them, and he 
healed their sick. He informed them that they were the other sheep” he 
had reference to when he spoke to the Jews saying— Other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice ; and there shall be one fold and one shepherd.” 

4. And it came to pass that he commanded that their little children should be 
brought. So they brought their little children and sat them down upon the 
ground round about him, and Jesus stood in the midst ; and the multitude 
gave way till they had all been brought unto him.

him pray for us unto the Father.

And as they looked 
to behold, they cast their eyes towards heaven, and they saw the heavens open, 
and they saw angels descending out of heaven as it were, in the midst of fire ; 
and they came down and encircled those little ones about, and they were 
encircled about with fire; and the angels did minister unto them, and the 
multitude did see and hear and bear record; and they know that their record 
is trve, for they all of them did see and hear, every man for himself; and they 
were in number about two thousand and five hundred souls; and they did 
consist of men, women and children.” Nephi, 8th chap., sec. 4, 5, B. M. 

„And it came to pass that he did teach and minister unto the children of the 
multitude of whom hath been spoken, and he did loose thew tongues, and they 
did speak unto their fathers great and marvelous things, even greater than he 
had revealed unto the people. 

Behold, it came to pass on the morrow, that the multitude gathered them- 
selves together, and they both saw and heard these children ; yea, even babes 
did open their mouths, and utter marvelous things; and the things which they 
did utter were forbidden, that there should not any man write them.” Nephi, 
xii, 2, B. M. 

** And when the chief priests and scribes saw the wonderful things that he 


did, and the children crying, Hosanna to the son of David ; they were sore 


displeased, and said unto him, Hearest thou what these say?“ 

Jesus saith unto them, Yea; have ye never read, Out of the mouths of 
babes and sucklings thou hast perfected praise.” Matt. xxi, 15, 16. 

This great power manifested through little children was in fulfillment of 
prophecy. Ps. viii, 2. 

„Every member of the Church of Christ having children, is to bring them 
unto the Elders before the Church, who are to lay their hands upon them in the 
name of Jesus Christ, and bless them in his name.” D. & C., sec. 2, 19th 


par. 


And again, inasmuch as parents have children in Zion, or in any of her 
Stakes which are organized, that teach them not to understand the docirine of 
repentance, faith in Christ, the Son of the living God, and of baptism and the 
gift of the Holy Ghost by the laying on of the hands when eight years old, the sin 
be upon the heads of the parents; for this shall be a law unto the inhabitants 
of ZION, or in any of her Stakes which are organized ; and their children shall 
be BAPTIZED for the remission of their sins when EIGHT YEARS OLD, and receive 
the laying on of the hands, and they shall also teach their children to pray 
and to walk uprightly before the Lord.“ D. & C., sec. 22; par. 4. 


Such is the economy of heaven respecting little children, and the obligations 
of parents and guardians in the language of divine revelation. It will be well 


if all are able to say in the DAY of great accounts—‘‘ Those that thou gavest 
me I have kept, and none of them is lost.” E. H.

From the Ogden Junction :— 


Osirvary.—William Kay, son of William and Elizabeth Kay, was born 
April 11th, 1811, in Chigley, Lancashire, England. Was baptized into the 
Churck of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints ia August, 1837. and was ordained 
soon after to the office of an Elder. In 1840 was called in connection with 
Elder Thomas Richardson, to travel and preach the gospel in the British 
mission ; and also to preside over the Froomes Hill Conference. When called 
on this mission he was helping his father to build a barn. He informed his 
father of his call to preach, and started immediately to fill his mission. He 
labored successfully until January 18th, 1844, when he sailed for America, in 
the ship Fanny, of Boston, in charge of a company of Saints, numbering 750 

rsons. Arrived at New Urleans in March, from whence he traveled up the 
Mississ issippi on the boat, Maid of Iowa, and reached Nauvoo on the 12th of 
April, of the same year. He was married in 1844 to Mary Wattis, and lived 
in Nauvoo until the expulsion of the Saints from that place. In the spring of 
1846 when he went to Winter Quarters, where he remained until the apring of 
1848, when he left for Salt Lake Valley, in the company over which President 
Willard Richards presided. Franklin D. Richards was captain of fifty in the 
same company, and he was captain of the first ten; he arrived in Salt Lake 
Valley the same fall. In the spring of 1850 he founded Kaysville, in Davis 
county, and was ordained Bishop of that place. In 1853 he married Mary E. 
Nelson. He presided at Kaysville until 1856, when he was called on a mission 
to Carson, Nevada. He returned at the time Buchanan’s army came to U 
and settled in Ogden in 1857. He moved South with the Saints in 1858, an 
returned again with them in the fall of the same year. He moved to West 
Weber in 1859, and was appointed President of that district. In 1864, he 
returned to Ogden, where he resided until his death, which occurred on 


Thursday last, 25th inst. He was a man of unflinching integrity, and labored 
unremittingly in the Gospel, and during his ministerial career he baptized 
nearly a thousand persons into the Church. He was the father of sixteen 
children twelve of whom survive him. In all his relations as a husband and a 
father he was noted for his affection and kindness. He was universally respect- 
ed by his brethren, and lived and died in the full faith of a glorious resurrec- 
tion with the just.—March 31, 1875. 
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
